France Determined, How-

Paris, December 25.—France has 
prepared her case aga.nst Germany. 
The following pelicy, the United News 
has been informed through semi- -offi- 
cial sources, will be presented by 
Premier Poincare to the allied prime 
ministers’ parley which is scheduled 
to meet here on January 2: 

1. France must be paid reparations 
on which Gerinany has steadfastly 
defaulted in the past. This is essential 
so that France mey reconstruct the 
| areas devastated by the former enemy 
nation during the world war. 

2 -Sinée Germany apparently does 
not intend to tap th. resources of 
the rich magnates who hold the Ger- 
man wealth in the Ruhr, France 
must take steps to wring reparations 
from the great industrialists. 

8. Germany’s 1923 payments will 
fall far short of the reparations re- 
quired by France and therefore the 
Poincare government must take some 
steps to have the amounts increased. 

Simultaneously, with this  pro- 
nouncement of program at the prime 
ministers’ conference, it became known 
that France does not intend to use 
her military forces to invade the Ruhr 
valley in which is located some of 
the richest coal deposits in the world. 

The Poincare regime, however, has 
determined to use France's soldiers

Officials Ready 


To Start Census 


\Of Public Debts 


Work Will Take About Six 
Months to Complete, 
It Is Stated. 


Washington, December °5.—'The 


' decennial determination by the een- 


sus bureau of the wealth of the people 


of the United States, what taxes they 
pay and the amount of their public 
debts—state, county and city and 
other subdivisions permitted to issue 
securities—will be started January 1. 
Officials said today their plans were 
virtually complete for the work 
which, it is expected will be accomp- 
lished in about gix months. 

Much interest attaches to the een- 
sus of the public debts because of 
the move for a constitutional amend- 
ment prohibiting the further issue of 
tax exempt bonds, and because it is 
not now known the length to which 
the sale of tax exempt securities have 
gone. Treasury officials have said re- 
peatedly that the continued issue of 
tax exempt securities has forced a 
higher federal tax rate because of 
the tendency of large tax payers to 
invest in that ferm of securities. 

Efforts will be made , once the 
amount of tax exempt securities is 
officially computed, to establish the 
cost to the American people as a 
whole of the continued issue of tax 
free bonds. The census of ten years 
ago gives no criterion for estimating 
the present outstanding amount of 
such bonds, it was said, by officials 
who pointed out that the war time 
and post-war issues of securities of 
political subdivisions had _ tremen- 
dously increased the total. 

The new issues, it was asserted, 
had come at a time when the federal 
government was increasing its own 
debt and taxes at a rate unequalled 
in the nation’s history. The federal 
government consequently, it was said, 


‘had been forced to pay higher inter- 


est rates and raise its taxes to yn- 
precedented figures becanse of the 
flow of money into the bonds which 
paid no taxes either on principal or 
interest. 

Collection of the data by the census 
bureau is regarded by its officials as 
one of its hardest tasks, second only 
to the census of the population.

Three Persons 


Emil Neuriter Shoots and 
Kills Anna, Hans and 
Lily Engel. 


Seattle, Wash., December 25.— 
Appearing suddenly at the home of 
Mr. and Mrs, D. O. Engle, while the 
Engle family was gathered around 
a Christmas tree today, Emil Neur- 
iter, a ferry boat operator, shot and 
killed Anna, Hans. and Lily Bngle 
and then killed himself.

The ani- 
mals of that stable heard the first cry 
of the infant Lerd. Some of the old 
painters repyesent the oxen and cam- 
els kneeling that night before the new- 
born Babe. And well they might 
kneel. Have you ever thought that 
Christ came, among other things, to 
alleviate the sufferings of the animal 
creation? Was it not appropriate that 
He should, during the first few days 
and nights of His life on earth, be 
surrounded by the dumb beasts whose 
moans and plaints have for ages been 
a prayer to God for the arresting of 
their tortures and the righting of their 
wrongs? It did not merely ‘happen

actual weight alone, taken in relation 
to height and age and sex, is a rough 


and, ready but not an accurate erite-’ 


rion of nutrition. Certain individuals 
weigh precisely what they should 
weight for age, sex and height, get 


are too fat—their poundage is too 
largely made up of fat and not enough 
of muscular substance. The only cri- 
terion of nutrition which would be at 
all accurate is destiny—a comparison 
of actual weight with the weight of 
water the individual would displace 
specific gravity. Fat has low specific 
gravity—it floats. Muscle has greater 
density—it sinks. In the months of 
military training when we were pre- 
paring for war thousands of young 
men who had left sedentary jobs to 
join the army gained 10 or 12 pounds 
in weight—new muscle tissue. 

Some stout persons who are not too 
fat therefore do not lose weight when 
they follow a vigorous exercise regi- 
men with that end in view; they may 
even add a few pounds of new muscle. 
Some thin persons whose physical edu- 
cation has been sadly neglected do put 
on several pounds of weight during 
the first six or eight months of a 
faithfully followed daily exercise regi- 
men. 

Other stout persons whose bulk is 
too largely slacker fatty tissue slough 
off weight at a great rate on an ex- 
ercise regimen. And by the same to- 
ken, other thin persons who have al- 
ways been fairly active physically and 
whose body therefore is relatively bigh 
in specifie gravity, notice no appre- 
ciable effect on weight from exercise.

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The London Conference 


BY FRANK H. SIMONDS 


Washington, December 25.—Such 
basis for optimism as is discovered 
upon mature examination of the 
course of events at the London con- 
ference is to be found in the ‘atmos- 
ph@re of the gathering rather than 
in the results achieved. The measure- 
able failure in achievement has been 
materially balanced by the disclosure 
of greater confidence. About Lloyd 
George’s meetings there was always 
the appearance of manipulation, 
everything was set up to produce a 
press and parliamentary success for 
the Welchman. The nepresentatives 


of other countries had the uncomfort- 
able and inconvenient feeling of be- 
ing moved about to supply George 
with domestie political advantage. 

Moreover, in avoiding this method, 
Bonar Law has also avoided any ap- 
pearance of an effort to dictate to 
the Freneh what course they shall 
follow. He has not forbidden French 
occupation of the Ruhr. He has not 
set out upon 4 propaganda campaign 
to discredit the French ministry or 
the French policy. On the contrary 
he has done no more than say to 
Poincare quite frankly that Britain 
will not accompany the French nor 
formally indorse a French policy 
which envisages such action. 

Now it remains to be seen what 
France will) demand that Poincare 
shall do. We are to have a period of 
some days during which French pub- 
lic opinion will crystalize and the 
British, the Germans and even the 
Americans decide if there is anything 
more that they can say or do in the 
premises before the French actually 
begin to move troops. What the world 
is looking for is a formula. 


Demanded by French Public. 


As it seems now the’ French have 
got to go to the Ruhr, Poincare can 
not avoid it, official France cannot 
escape it and, on the whole, French 
public opinion pretty generally de- 
mands it. But it is still possible to 
reduce or expand the limits of the 
proposed orcupation and thus in- 
crease or diminish its harmful pos- 
sibilities, 

The British proposal to .cancel the 
French debt has made a good impres- 
sion but it will rot bring any money 
into the French treasury or,keep any 


payments. Conceivably the British 
may make representations here in 
Washington, but everyone knows that 
these can come to little, for congress 
means fo have the money or rather 
means to keep up the game of pre- 
tending that money is available. 

But even the cancellation of the 
British and American claims would 
not meet the French crisis, for what 
i@ bringing France to fiscal ruin is 
not the payment of British and 
American claims but the raising of 
capital and interest to meet the cost 
of reconstruction in the devastated 
area. France has raised ten billions 
for this and for war vensions, ,while 
Germany has paid to. France not more 
than a quarter .of a billion. 

Tf anyone could guarantee German 
performance on-any reasonable terms, 
even now, it would he possible to 
avert militery operations. But no

German minister dares to make real 
proposals becanse he would be throw 
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a new British policy. Bonar Law 
has no intention of trying to replace 
Lloyd George as the master or manip- 
ulator of Europe. He is not going to 
undertake as did Lloyd George and 
Mr. Wilson before George, to lead 
Kurope, obtaining its consent by such 
concessions as treaties of guarantee 


and of alliance. His policy is rather 
one of retirement than of regulation. 

The truth is, it would seem, that 
the British have about made up their 
minds that there is no way of saving 
Germany from invasion or Europe 
from the consequences of such, in- 
vasion. Bonar Law is frankly more 

endly to France than Lloyd George 
and manifestly less sympathetic with 
Germany. Moreover recent German 
events have led to a distinct cooling 
of British sympathy for the German. 
French invasion of the Rubr is still 
distasteful to the British, both for 
political and for economic reasons. 
But most reasonable Englishmen seem 
about to have reached the conclusion 
that it is not to be avoided and might 
as well be done and over with. 


Absence of Distrust. 


The London conference was marked 
by an absence of distrust such as has 
poisoned recent Anglo-French gath- 
erings. The various representatives 
did not discover a solution and went 
home with the frank acknowledgment 
that they would have to try again. 
Meantime the matter of the French 
military action in the Ruhr is to be 
subjected to a referendum. of French 
and of British policies.. The rest of 
the world is also free to discuss it 
and do as it may see fit. 

no one can find a successfu] 
formula, France will go into the Ruhr, 
and so far no one even hints that 
such a solution has been found. The 
many references to an American inter- 
vention which seems positively out of 
the question suggest the real paucity 
of remedies. But even if France does 
g0 now there is no likelihood of an 
immediate and bitter antagonism be- 
tween France and Britain. After the 
occupation it will be possible to talk 
and it may be entirely possible to 
modify that ie eacagee so that it .will 
be less harmful than was feared. 

On the other hand the American 
tendency to scold the French immod- 
erately is both unreasonable and un- 
rofitable. It will not restrain the 

rench, it will not’ contribute to im- 
proving the situation, it will only in- 
crease international bitterness. This 
is the fact which Bonar Law has ap- 
preciated and many Britons have be 
gun to grasp. France can only be 
restrained in the long run, if Ger- 
many pays or if the allies of France 
give something beside selfish or scorch- 
ing. advice. Bonar, Law knows that 
his country is not ready to give what 
France asks, therefore he appreciates 
that in the long run he cannot hope 
to hold France back by.words.

Paris, December 25.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Pronounced  im- 
provement was noted today in the 


© condition of Sarah Bernhardt. While 


not attempting to minimize the ser- 
iousness of her case, the attending 
physician this afternoon expressed 
the belief that she was out of danger, 
for the present at least. 

It seemed almost as though that 
miracle which the medical men said 
Was necessary to save the life of the 
“Divine Sarah” had happened. Mau- 
rice Bernhardt, her son, said this eve- 
ning that the improvement was so 
marked that the doctors had _per- 
mitted several intimate friends to 
visit the patient. 

What she now needs is complete 
rest for many weeks, her doctors say, 
but to the energetic star the idea of 
inactivity is most repulsive. 

“Rest? I can’t rest—if I did I 
would die,” she is reported to have 
told her advisers. 

Discussing his mother’s condition, 
Maurice Bernhardt told the Associated 
Press: 

“We believe she is out of danger, 
although at her age it is unsafe to 
make predictions until she has com- 
pletely recovered. She is still very 
weak, and needs a long rest. All her 
theatrical plans necessarily are out of 
the question for a long time.” 

Madame Bernhardt’s physicians said 
tonight that they would issue no com- 
munigue, in view of the change for 
the better. One hopeful sign, they 
added, was that their patient was 
again taking interest in food. 

For the members of her household 
one of the biggest problems is to keep 
Bernhardt’s mind off theater. She 
has said repeatedly that if she could 
GP gy any more, she would be sure 
to die.

The down filled cushions 
are much more expensive,: but exceed- 
ingly soft, inviting and comfortable. 
The difficulty with them, however, is 


that they are easily flattened and 
put out of shape. Spring cushions— 


rit they are well made and the springs 


sood—are less expensive and quite 
comfortable. It is essential, however, 
it you want good spring cushions to 
vet them hairstuffed. 

The workmanship in overstuffed 
furniture can be observed in_ the 
seams, underneath the sofa, in. the 
way the cushions and the fronts of 
the arms are finished, and where the 
covering material is finished at the 
feet. It will seldom pay you to stint 
on this type of furniture. It is often 
preferable to have either one good up- 
holstered piece or none.

Star Who Set Many Records. °

Rogers Hornsby, regarded as the 
most natural hitter developed in base- 
bal] in the last 20 years or so, Babe 
Ruth not excepted, presents some 
sound Jogic in analyzing the power 
of the punch at the plate. Further, 
the star of the St. Louis Cardinals 
who has been the leading batter in the 
National league for the past three 
seasons discounts a flock of high theo- 
ries and delves into practical views 
in expressing his opinion on the de- 
velopment of various batting types. 

Since home run swatting became 
the rage there have been arguments 
on many sides trying to get to the 
bottom of the long distance hitting.

Erastus Brainerd, formerly editor of 
the Post-Intelligencer and long a lead- 
er in public iife in this state, died 
today.
